Th* Cultivation of Trimo*. 

The caltivation of prunes in Cali- 
fornia is said to be profitable, about 
one dollar per tree, or flOO jer ai-re. 
This rate increases as the tree grows 
old, until the fruit each year is worth 
almost two dollars. Ex-Sc* retary of 
State Thomas Beck lias given up every 
thing else to engage in the cultiva- 
tion of the prune. Tiie Pajaro Land 
and Fruit company vm recently formed 
for the pnrjswe of raising this fruit in 
large quantities. It has bought *>hh acres 
of land in Pajaro valley and will plant 
an orchard of French prune tree.-. They 
will be from four to six feet in height 
when put into the ground. Tiie stock 
of these trees is to be three years old 
and the grafting one year. Next year 
they will begin to yield fruit. The 
average life of the tree is thirty years. 
— Exchange.
